if early attended to. But ſhould it be of 
any long Duration it turns out obſtinate, 
and is not remedied without much Pains 


and Patience. The Removal of it conſiſts 


in paſſing a ſmall Candle, and ſuffering it 
to remain in the Paſſage half an Hour,

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retics. But it is principally celebrated for 
its Virtues in ſcouring the Liver in a 


Jaundice, and promoting the Secretion of 


the Bile; for want of which Expedient, 
this Fluid remains, unſtrain'd, in the Mais 
of Blood, and tinges the Skin in the Man- 
ner, as is obvious to the Eyes of every one. 
To render the above Electary ſtill more 
powertully de- obſtruent, half an Ounce 
of Filings of Steel may occaſionally be 
added to it.

this Compoſition is ſerviceable in a dou- 


ble Capacity, both as it carries off this 


hoſtile Matter from the Bowels, and at the 


ſame time braces the relaxed Fibres, and 


reſtores them to their former healthy ſtate. 
The Diaſcordium has its ſhare in accom- 
pliſhing a Cure, partly from its Aftrin- 
gency, partly trom its opiate Quality, by 
rendering the Veſſels inſenſible of the pun- 
gency of the morbific Particles.

tion. The moſt excellent Remedy in the 
World may be proſtituted to prepoſter- 
ous Practice; which, *tis too plain, is 


often the Cale in regard of Bliſters. To 


order them indifferently in Fevers, and 


without Diſtinction, in any Stage of the 


Diſtemper, does not diſplay the ſtron- 
geſt Indication of Phyſical Ability. Dr. 
Mr ap cautions againſt preſcribing them 
too early in the Small- pox; tho' he layͤs 
great Streſs upon their Effects on ſeveral 
Emergencies in the Courſe of that Diſ- 


temper. For Example, in the Cryſtal- 
line Species, he tells us, that, beſides 
Diuretics and Cordials, on the fifth or 
ſixth Day from the firſt Appearance of 


the Diſorder, it is requiſite to apply Bliſ- 
ters both between the Shoulders and to 


the inner Ankles : As, by thus drawing 


off that ſerous Liquid, the Fever, which

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farther Drain and Derivation of Humours 
to the Skin, is timely obviated. Again, 
in the Watry Small-pox, where it be- 
hoves one to be very attentive to the Fe- 
ver, (inaſmuch as the extremely viſcid 
Matter of the Diſeaſe can neither be 
brought to ſuppurate, nor be carried off 
by Diuretics) along with Cordials, in or- 
der to raiſe a Sweat and digeſt the Hu- 
mours, he enjoins an Application of Bli- 

ſtering Epithem to the Skin. And he 
aſſures us, moreover, that he has ſcen 
ſome eſcape the Jaws of Death by Means 
of Bliſters, who voided a great deal of 
N Urine on the Eruption of the Ma- 
5 Therefore, before one reſolves on an 
Expedient of this Nature, it would be 
convenient to conſider, whether the Fe- 
ver be of the Inflammatory or the Ner- 
vous Kind. If of the former, inſtead of 
Bliſtering, the Launcet ought to be in- 
dulged, and a lenient, cooling, diluting 
Method ſet on foot; which may reſtrain 
the Heat and Ebullition of the Maſs of 
Blood, and by Degrees reſtore it to a Cue 
Temperature. To the obtaining which 
End, Emoilient Clyſters, judicioufly di- 
_ rected, will not a little contribute. On

not only by Vomit and Stool, but is poſ— 
ſeſſed alſo of peculiarly aſtringent Proper- 
ties; and the Exhibition of it in ſmall. 
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its Force in the Stomach, renders it a moſt 
powerful Alterative, and ſingularly effi- 
cacious in a Bloody -F lux. For which 
Reaſon, modern Practice orders two or 
three Grains of it in a Bole of Diaſcordi- 
um, or the like, to be taken ſucceTively 
every eight or ten Hours, along with tome 
proper Julep, in that preſſing Diſorder. 
But this Method is not to be enter*d upon, 
till it has been given either in Tincture or 
Subſtance by way of Vomit, without put- 
ting a Stop to the Diſtemper. As to this 
Clyſter, it is to be injected warm, and to 
be repeated according to the Urgency of 
the Symptoms.

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unites with the Fluids of any Kind; 
wherein by the Subtilty of its Parts, and 
the Roughnets of its Salts, ſomewhat ſof- 
tened with Oil, it penetrates and deterges 
the moſt minute Paſſages. And becauſe 


ſuch Alkalious Salts abound with fiery 


Particles in their Compoſition, it divides 


and rarifies the moſt obſtinate and gru- 


mous Viſcidities; on which Score, it is 
devoted (as was before hinted) to obſtruc- 
ted Caſes, particularly to the Jaundice, 


Now, from being gitted with ſuch ſtrong, 


penetrating and deterſive Powers, beſides 


_ ridding the Bowels of their exceſſively 
concreted Contents, it may, perhaps, 


partly by its Stimulus on thoſe very fen- 
ſible Fibres, partly from its fineſt Parti- 
cles being abſoroed by the Inteſtinal Veſ- 
ſels, not a little contrrbute towards com- 
paſſing the intended Purpoſes. In dry 
Gripes alſo, where the Fæces are very

Turpentine, abounding with warm, 
aromatic and ſubtile Particles, might, per- 
haps, deterge too much, and even abrade 
the fibrous Texture, were it not mixed 
with the Yolk of an Egg, in order to take 
of from the Violence of its Propertics, 
aid check its Activity. A ſecond Mo- 
tive for thus mixing it, is to divide it, ſo 
as to make it eaſily unite with an aqueous 
Vehicle, which of itſelf it will not do. 
Thus managed, it is ſecond to no Medi- 
cine in the World, as an Ingredient in a 
Clyſter, where the Patient labours under 
an obſtinate and inveterate Obſtruction in 
the Kidneys, or Urinary Paſſages, from 
Gravel and ſabulous Matter, trequently 
enough incident to thoſe Parts. The 
above Preſcription, under ſuch Circum- 
ſtances, often procures inſtantaneous Eaſe.

as Medicines of a ſoft, emollient, lubri- 


cating Nature, ſuch as Manna, for Ex- 
ample, and Oily Mixtures, will, in a 


competent Time, with all the Safety ima- 
ginable, work the deſired Effect.

Lake a Pint of Barley Water, and three

This Gargle is of the cool and deter- 
ging Kind. Its Drift is to cleanſe and

As there is an Inflammation generally 
ſubſiſting, where theſe Gargles are indi- 
cated, a Vein ought by all means to be 
open'd before their Adminiſtration :

CANE ALL the Remedies recurr'd to in 
relieving the Difeaſed Part of Man- 
Kind, there are none of ſuch general Ser- 
vice and Advantage, as that of BI EE D- 
ING: as there is no one, on the other 


hand, attended with more pernicious 


Conſequences, when indirectly and in- 
judiciouſly ordered. A number of III- 
neſſes are abſolutely owing to too great 
a Quantity of Blood: in which Caſes 
there is ever of courſe an indiſpenſable 
Neceſſity for proportionably draining this 

Fluid. Tho in the preceding Comment 
there is pointed out a Variety of Occa- 
ſions, where Venæſection is indicated 
previouſly to, or along with, this or that 
particular Medicine yet, perhaps, it 
may be no diſagreeable Taſk I perform, 
in the Opinion of the Generality of my 
| Readers, 
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Readers, in thus collecting thoſe ſcatter'd 
Directions. In all Inflammatory Diſtem- 
pers whatever *tis next kin to a Sacrilege 
to omit it; as it is, on the contrary ex- 
poſing the Patient to the utmoſt Hazard, 
ro injoin it, in a low, Ianguid, depreſs'd 
State, where the Spirits before were too 
much exhauſted, andNature conſequently, 
unable, to fupport the leaſt Evacuation. 
Hence it ougat to be conſtantly directed, 
(and repeated according to the Exigency 
of the Violence and Duration of the Ma- 
lady) in Pleuritic and Peripneumonic 
| Diſorders, during the firſt few days of 

_ thoſe painful Attacks: but it is in vain 
to expect any Reſource from thence, 
when once Suppuration is begun, and the 
Morbid Matter is only to be thrown off 


by Expectoration, which bleeding mult 
_ neceſſarily retard. | 


Again, in Apoplectic Diforders, a 
Dyſentery, or Bloody-Flux, and irkſom 
Heat of the Bowels, we muſt bleed in 
proportion to the Illneſs: which we muſt 

likewiſe generally do in the Beginning of 

| Fevers, and as religiouſly abſtain from 
drawing away Blapd on their Decline ; 
as, from being Inflammatory, they ate 
often at this Period degenerated into the 
Nervous 
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Nervous Kind, when the Chief of the 
Affair is to be taanſacted by a liberal Ap- 
plication of Bliſters. 


Bleeding, again, ought to be directed 
in Large Abſceſſes, where there is an 
exceſſive Turgency from the Flux of 
Humours, and a great Oppreſſion of 
Nature from immoderate Heat. For, 
in that Caſe, by drawing away ſome 
Blood, the Suppuration is more happily 
perform'd, both in point of Time, and 
the compleat Diſcharge of the Morbific 
Matter. 1 


In the Small- Pox alſo, (for the Com- 
munication of which Experience we are 
obliged to Dr. ME av, to whoſe Treatiſe 
on that Subject I refer the Reader) Bleed- 
ing, and That repeated in ſome Cafes, 
may be advantageouſly order'd in Pletho- 
ric Habits at any Period of that Diſtem- 
per, except in Children under Twitch- 
ings of the Nerves before the Eruption : 
it being in reſpe& to theſe, found by
